BURNING OF A BARN.—DMMr. M. Schu-
lor's barn, sitnated on the south side of
the Virginia Midland Railway track,
about half a mile west of the city, was
destroyed by fire about one o’clock this
morning. The fire was evidently of an
incendiary origin. There was an insur-
ance on the structure, This barn has
been used by tramps as a retreat for
years, and though it has several times
been raided there is hardly anight that
nomads haven't been in it. Of late
Mr. Schuler has not been using it, and
the tramps who baye been nestling un-
der its shelter have built fires from
boards pulled from the sides. Yester-
nay afternoon a fire had been started
in it by some strangers, and Mr. Schu-
ler npon learning of the fact armed
himself with a rifle and suddenly ap-
peared on the scene. All but two of
the tramps (a white and a colored man)
escaped, and he conducted them to this
city and turned them over to Officer
Grady. When Mr.Sch’  rentered the
barn the men were engagod in placing
boards on the fire which bad been pull-
ed from the stracture. The Mayor this
moroing sentenced both to a thirty
days’ term on the chain gang. Schuler’s
baro, strange as it may seem, is known
to tramps throughout the world. A
gentleman who was recently waiting ; t
the Midland depot for a train became
engeged in conversation with an un-
known itinerant who spoke of the barn
as a tramp’s rogst. The stranger said
that once on a dock in Liverpool
he was talking to one of his own caste.
He told his companion he was coming
to America and the latter volunteered
some information regarding this pars of
the world. Among other things he
told himn when he left Washington
he must not stop in Alexandria, but to
keep on about halfa mile outside the
city on the railroad track when he
would find & barn in which he could
obtain shelter.
